The P., L. i D. trains 
have been in the hahit (if running up to 
tbe depot and slopping there, thus tech- 
nically violating tbe law, but not doing it 
in reality, for at tbe depot they come lo n 
full stop and lie there a full minute, or 
the ordinary time required to take on 
passengers "and freight. 
The county 


attorney, whether he wanted to black- 
mail Ihe company or show bis importance, 
brought at one time 27 suits for the tech- 
nical violation of this law. Uc annoyed 
tbe company so much that they finally 
complied with this law, but they discharg- 
ed their agent, took out the telegraph in- 
strument and removed the operator. Oue 
freight train stops there a day, but as 
there is no agent Ihe conductors transact 
all the business. Freight is taken for 
Newton aj for all other points, but as 
there^is no agent tbe money has to be pre- 
paid. The road thereupon called in the 
aid of tbe railroad and warehouse com- 
missioners, and Bradbury is g»ing down 
there on Mondav to see about it. It is a 
case of a fight. The road considers that 
the suits were begun against them out of 
spite hy an intermeddling lawyer to try 
and work up business against thrm. No 
accident has ever occurred at Newton, 
and they have kepi within tbe limit ol 
the law. They now keep within its let- 
ter. All trains stop within 800 feet of th'' 
railway crossing, and then pull hy the 
station, just asthpy would if there was no 
station there, with Ihe exception of a 
freight train nnee a ilny.
